WASHINGTON, Ju ly 28—(AP)—Secretary of State Acheson 
told congress today the United States shou ld begin promptly to help 
re-arm western Eu rope becau se “the possibilities of direct military 
aggression” by hu ge Soviet forces cannot be ignored. 
Leading off the administration’s drive for congressional approval 
of a $ 1,450,000,000 arms aid program, Acheson pictu red western Eu r­ 
opean cou ntries as living u nder the shadow and constant fear of 
Ru ssian armies which are the greatest the world has k nown in 
peacetime. 
He also su ggested that Ru ssia is approaching a crossroads in its 
policies toward the West where it may have to choose whether to 
continu e trying conqu est by political means or to resort to “military 
means.”

Acheson appeared before the 
hou se foreign affairs committee 
to mak e his plea for the arms pro­ 
gram, already u nder attack by in­ 
flu ential congress members. 
Acheson said “the mere pres­ 
ence” of the large Ru ssian forces

ery and stability, and has been a 
major influ ence in the loss of 
freedom and self determination 
in important areas of Eu rope.

NEW YORK, Ju ly 28— (UP)— 
President Tru man’s 
steel fact­ 
finding board began today the 
task of gathering the facts from 
which it hopes to recommend on 
Au g. 30 a basis for settling the 
steel dispu te and thu s set a pat­ 
tern for avoiding a year-end 
series of mass-produ dtion strik es. 
The attention of both indu stry 
and labor was on the board as it 
brou ght together representatives 
of the 1,000,000-member United 
Steelwork ers of America (CIO) 
and more than 60 steel-companies 
in an oak -paneled federal cou rt­ 
room. 
Tru ce Ends Sept. 14 
The u nion called a 60-day tru ce 
—ending on 
Sept. 
14—in .its 
threat of a nationwide steel strik e 
at the requ est of President T ru ­ 
man so the board cou ld weigh the 
cases of both u nion and manage­ 
ment and recommend a “fair and 
equ itable settlement” to him 15 
days before the tru ce ends. 
The three-man board, whose 
recommendations 
will 
not 
be 
binding either legally or morally 
on either side bu t will have an 
impact on pu blic opinion, has al­ 
lotted the companies and the 
u nion eight days each to plead 
their cases. 
The first order of bu siness was 
a requ est for a procedu ral deci­ 
sion by the board which went to 
the core of the indu stry’s conten­ 
tion that the qu estion of pensions 
is not a proper one for bargaining. 
Steelwork ers President Philip 
Mu rray, who also is president of 
the CIO, contended that the qu es­ 
tion was dove-tailed into a three- 
way u nion demand for fou rth- 
rou nd wage increases, pensions 
and social insu rance benefits. 
Only yesterday the Steelwork ­ 
ers u nion ordered its officers to 
sign non-Commu nist affidavits 
in compliance with the Taft-Hart- 
ley law.

“The indu stry, on the other 
hand, has been desperately anx ­ 
iou s to conceal the economic facts 
from impartial scru tiny. 
“The indu stry is amassing prof­ 
its at the staggering rate approx ­ 
imating one billion dollars an­ 
nu ally, after all tax es. This is a 
record high never approached 
before, even in the boom year of

—the second worst polio year in 
U. S. history. 
An Associated Press su rvey to­ 
day showed 6,9 35 cases over the 
nation throu gh Ju ly 27, with 3 3 7 
polio deaths. 
In 19 44 the total for the same 
date was 4,176. Totals for 19 44 
eventu ally reached 19 ,029 , topped 
only by 27,363 in 19 16. 
The U. S. Pu blic Health Service 
in Washington reported the 6,339 
cases as of Ju ly 23 this year was 
38.4 per cent higher than the 4,- 
580 reported throu gh the same 
date in 19 48 — and 19 48 was a 
near-record year. 
Polio appeared to be gaining 
strength with the hot weather. 
Government figu res showed 1,- 
444 new cases du ring the week 
ending Ju ly 23. This was an in­ 
crease of 47.5 per cent over tne 
same week of 19 48, which had 9 79 . 
In 19 44, there were 9 15 new cases 
for the week ending Ju ly 27. 
Higher In 3 8 States 
For the most part the polio u p­ 
su rge appeared to be fairly evenly 
distribu ted* over the nation. Only 
scattered epidemic areas were 
reported.

Nineteen states have had more 
than 100 cases this y ear compared 
with only seven states above the 
100 mark at the same time last 
year. 
Nearly two-thirds of the, ’'na ­ 
tion’s polio was centered in nine 
states. The leaders were Tex as, 
1,123; California, 708; Ark ansas, 
488; Ok lahoma 440; New York ,; 
353; Missou ri 302; Minnesota 286; 
Michigan, 270 and Illinois, 259 . 
Ok lahoma health au thorities 
said more than half of the state’s 
440 cases already have recovered.

Most of the vic­ 
tims were strick en du ring May, 
Ju ne and Ju ly. 
Iowa au thorities reported 124 
polio cases so far this year as 
against 118 at the same time in 


1 9 4 8—the state’s record year. 
Tex as health directors said the 
state “has had more polio this 
year than ever before in its his­ 
tory.” There were 67 polio deaths 
du ring the first six months of this 
year. 
North Dak ota officials reported I 
no epidemic bu t said the state's 
67 cases and fou r deaths are the 
highest on record for the date. 
Maryland au thorities said its 
present statu s or 15 cases and two 
deaths was normal bu t forecast 
“a bad month and a half ahead ” 
At Springfield, 111., all children 
u nder 16 were qu arantined and 
the pu blic swimming pool was 
closed for the rest of the season 
after 17 polio cases and two deaths 
stru ck the city this month. The 
health department has predicted 
more than 2,200 cases for this 
year, against 1,100 last year.

Harriet H. Dickson, past national 
grange juvenile superintendent, 
have had a prominent part in 
juvenile grange development, the 
county official avers. 
The juvenile unit has a care­ 
fully prepared ritual, installation 
and graduation service of its own, 
and a specific order of business is 
carried out at every meeting. J ts 
secret work also enlists the in­ 
terest of the children and is said 
to be faithfully kept by them. 
Membership limits in the juv­ 
enile grange are five to 14 years 
and children of all persons elig­ 
ible to membership in a subord­ 
inate grange may join the juven­ 
ile. 
Every unit is supervised by a 
matron or patron, usually with an 
assistant. 
In this county there are 11 
juvenile units with a member­ 
ship of 287. 
Mt. Nebo juvenile 
grange was organized this spring 
with 21 members. 
More than 200 units have been 
organized in the state in the last 
six years. 
The juvenile project 
includes 
forester 
work, 
essay 
contests, garden projects, com­ 
munity, safety and health pro­ 
grams. 
Ohio now ranks first in the na­ 
tion in juvenile granges, and this 
is largely due to the efforts of 
Mrs. Fichter, the county deputy 
said. 
Special rooms are provided for 
the J uvenile and Cradle Roll de­ 
partments. Rooms for the tiny 
tots are equipped with sand boxes 
and kindergarten toys. 
Partners are invited to attend 
Cradle Roll parties. 
These are 
special occasions for the grange 
folks.

annu al gar rodeo. The only rea­ 
son it has pu t dy namite off limits 
is that blasting is likely to kill 
other kind of fish in addition to; 
gars. 
The federation offers at prize 
for the largest gar cau ght and an- j 
other for the most cau ght by one, 
person. Local grou ps co-operate ( 
and offer local prizes. 
How to catch gars is strictly u p 
to the competitor. He may u se j 
gigs, hook and line, wire looos, 
bow and arrow, gu ns, or any other 
methods. 
Mean Water Wolf 
The rodeo lasts throu gh Ju ly . 
The object is to eradicate the 
gar, or ’‘alligator gar.” The alli­ 
gator gar is a mean, waterborne 
wolf that cou ld ru in both spor. 
and commercial fishing if left 
alone. 
The gar prey s on smaller fish, 
and is ex pert 
at robbing 
and 
wrecking . fishermen’s nets and 
bait traps. 
The Wildlife Federation esti­ 
mates that one 100-pou nd gar 
(and they often grow mu ch big­ 
ger) can eat 25 pou nds of game 
fish a day . The federation also 
estimates that each y ear alligator 
gars eat three times as many 
game fish in Lou isiana as are tak* 
en on rod and line. 
The alligator gar is a relic of 
the ganoid tribe of fish that flou r­ 
ished in Palaeozoic seas more than 
1,7 00,000,000 y ears ago. 
Not Good To Eat 
It has a long tu bu lar body pro­ 
tected by strong, white bone-like 
scales. The a llig a to r g a r’s 
long, 
hard jaws a re studded with sha rD 
meshing teeth. Prey is cau ght in 
the jaws and then tossed in jerky 
motions into the 
g a r s throat, iust 
as an alligator or crocodile does, 
The gar’s respiratory sy stem is 
equ ipped for gill breathing u nder 
the su rface, and also for moder­ 
ately su stained breathing in the 
atmosphere. 
There are abou t 50 v arieties of 
the garfish, bu t the alligator gar 
is the biggest, growing eight to 
10 feet in length. It’s flesh is 
practically inedible. 
The alligator gar is good foi . 
onlv one thing. A New Orleans 
firm u ses its iv ory -like scales to ( 
make artificial flowers and cos­ 
tu me jewelry .

To reduce loss of alfalfa seed 
during h arv est, th e seed grower 
can imp rov e h is crop h andling 
meth ods and h is op eration of 
mach inery, states Joh n G, Dean, 
Oh io 
Agricultural 
Exp eriment 
station agronomist of th e legume 
seed research laboratory at Co­ 
lumbus. 
Th u work is a coop erativ e p roj­ 
ect of th e exp eriment station, 
Oh io State univ ersity and th e 
U. S. Dep artment of Agriculture. 
To reduce th e sh attering of 
seed to a minimum, adv ises th e 
agronomist, th e crop must be cut 
¡at th e p rop er stage and h andled 
as little as p ossible before th resn- 
jing. A good p lan to follow is to 
mow th e crop wh en two-th irds 
to th ree-fourth s of th e seed p ods 
h av e turned brown. Use a mow­ 
er with a windrower attach ment 
and cut wh ile th e crop is damp 
and tough . After th e crop h as 
dried in th e windrow, th resh it 
with a combine equip p ed with a 
p ickup attach ment. 
If th e windrows must be turned 
to dry th em, do it by h and with 
a p itch fork rath er th an with ma­ 
ch inery. If th e seed crop is to 
be th resh ed with a stationery 
th resh er or h uller, th e windrows 
sh ould be p iled into small cocks 
immediately after cutting. Th e 
alfalfa can th en be th resh ed 
directly from th e field or stacked 
for th resh ing at a later date. In 
eith er case sp read canv asses on 
I th e rack bed and under th e feeder 
to catch sh attered seed, adv ises 
Dean. 
Clean th e th resh er or combine 
th orough ly

officially described “mild epi­ 
demic” in New York City. The 
health department pu t the nu m­ 
ber of cases since Jan. 1 at 247. 
The hospital commissioner said 
he did not want to frighten the 
pu blic or ov er emphasize the 
seriou sness of the ou tbreak, bu t 
he added: 
“We do need nu rses badly to 
take care of the increasing nu m­ 
ber of polio cases and 1 appeal to 
ev ery nu rse who can giv e fu ll 
time or part time to help u s ou t 
in this emergency.” 
Nu rses caring for the polio v ic­ 
tims will get $ 30 a month more 
than the pay for general du ty 
nu rses, Dr. Kogel said. 
Dr. Harry S. Mu stard, city 
health commissioner, said Brook­ 
lyn has the largest nu mber of 
polio cases, 
131. Twenty-eight 
cases were reported in Manhat­ 
tan, 25 in the Bronx; 59 in Qu eens 
and fou r in Richmond.

MANILA — (INS) — A total of 
157 inmates of Manila’s only lep­ 
rosariu m hav e staged a sitdown 
strike to forestall a gov ernment 
attempt to transfer them to a 
new leprosariu m 50 miles north 
of the Philippine capital. 
, ’ The lepers’ mov e to defy the 
gov ernment’s 
health 
directiv e 
came as a resu lt of resentment 
ov er an earlier transfer of fou r 
other lepers. 
They claim the fou r patients 
were forcibly taken from the 
compou nd despite their adv anced 
ages and weakened condition. 
The striking lepers indicated 
they wou ld resort to v iolence if 


they were forced to go also. 
As a resu lt, Philippine health 
au thorities hav e postponed ac­ 
tion on the case. 
Don’t Want to Mov e 
Ray mu ndo Palomares, spokes­ 
man for the lepers, declared the 
new Tala Leprosariu m inv olv es 
worse liv ing conditions than their 
present qu arters in Manila and 
that they wou ld “refu se all at­ 
tempts to transfer them to the 
new place.’’ 
Dr. Felix Velasco, director of 
the San Lazaro Leprosariu m in 
Manila, claims the new leprosari­ 
u m offers more room and ade­ 
qu ate 
medical 
facilities 
than 
Manila where hospital space is 
scarce. 
Also, he said patients will be 
giv en opportu nity to work on 
farms prov iding partial self-su p­ 
port. 
He ex pressed the belief that 
the lepers will finally make the 


! transfer, once they are conv inced 
the Tala Leprosariu m offers grea­ 
ter adv antages.

Air Bases Deep 
In Arctic Planned 


WASHINGTON, Ju ly 2 8 —(AP) 
—The Air Force is talking abou t 
forward air bases deep in the 
Arctic at which bombers cou ld 
refu el on strikes across the Polar 
Cap. 
A cau tiou s official reference to 
this hitherto secret plan for 
stretching the reach of bombers 
operating from airfields within 
the United States came to light 
today . In a report on plans and 
money needs for the new heav y 
bomber base at Limestone, Me., 
the Air Force say s: 
“A ty pical Polar

might inv olv e aircraft taking off 
from United States air bases, the 
staging or topping off of these 
aircraft at forward bases in 
northern Canada, Greenland or 
ev en the Polar ice cap.” 
This project may ex plain how 
the USAF can make good its claim 
that the hu ge B-36 bomber can 
strike v irtu ally all “significant 
military targets on the earth from 
bases in the western hemisphere.”

As proof of this truism in their 
trade jewelers cite the late Mrs. 
Evalyn Walsh McLean, famous 
Washington hostess and owner of 
the Hope diamond. 
‘There is no doubt 
that 
any 
woman who owned that 
stone 
would be made socially in Wash­ 
ington,” said Daniel F. Frey, ex­ 
ecutive director of the the Harry 
Winston jewelry firm which pur­ 
chased the fabulous gem from the 
McLean estate. 
“ When she gave parties, it was 
her entrance that created more 
attention than the arrival of noted 
diplomats, gdherals, or Supreme 
court justices. 
In 
fact, 
many 
came to her parties only to see 
the diamond. She realized this, 
and loved to show it.” 
Frey said several wealthy per­ 
sons had commissioned his firm to 
offer Mrs. McLean up to $1,000,- 
000 for her gem, hoping they 
could thus duplicate her social 
success. But in her lifetime she 
wouldn't sell it. 
Among the financial Titans of 
the past who used jewelry 
to 
widen their fame or notoriety 
were “ Diamond J im ” Brady and 
J , J . Hill, the “ empire builder.” 
“ Hill carried 
a heart-shaped 
emerald in his pocket as a good- 
luck token,” said Frey. “ It was 
quite a token—worth $250,000. 


And his estate sold it at a prdfit 
after his death.” 
Some jewelers think that for

greatest American collector was 
Mrs. Elbert T. Gary, wife of the 
steel magnate. 
“ One of her finest pieces was a

Frey. It was a chastely simple 
string of glitter—-only six feet 
¡long. 
The Winston firm has fash­ 
ioned 21 other diamonds from 
her collection into a sternly ele­ 
gant bracelet. It’s available for 
$165,000. 
The 
Hope 
diamond, 
valued 
variously from $250,000 to $2,- 
000.000 in its ill-starred history, 
is currently off the market. 
“ We are sending it on a na­ 
tion-wide tour to raise funds for 
local charities,” explained Frey. 
“ It has such a 
reputation 
for 
bringing bad luck—Perhaps now 
it will bring some good luck.” 
Some 500 
jewelers have re­ 
quested permission to display it. 
The Hope diamond's value comes 
not so much from its size—there 
are perhaps 20 other top quality 
stones that equal its 44! 2-carat 
weight—as from its unique blue 
color. 
The base of the diamond mar­ 
ket is still the man of middle in­ 
come who will pay up to $400 for 
a half-carat engagement ring. Re­ 
cently there has been an influx 
of foreign 
buyers 
seeking 
the 
larger stones for investment pur­ 
poses. They feel jewels will de­ 
preciate less than 
the 
uneasy 
currencies of their uneasy coun­ 
tries. 
J ewelers also are excited over 
the prospect of 
reviving 
gem- 
wearing among men. 
“ We rather let that market slip 
away from us,” 
sighed 
Frey. 
“ But it is coming back slow ly.” 
J eweled rings are particularly 
popular at present with Texas 
oil millionaires. And they’re com­ 


petitive about them. They com­ 
pare the sizes of their diamond 
rings, and the loser flies here 
and tells his jeweler: 
“ Make me a bigger one. 
I’ll 
jshow ’em I’m as good a money­ 
maker as any of ’em.” 
And with a ten-carat top qual­ 
ity stone he can prove his point 
it only takes about $25,000—more 
or less.

Detour Bulletins On 
Roads Are Available

•The summer months are busy 
ones for the state highway de­ 
partment according to Albert U. 
Morris, manager of the Columbi­ 
ana County Automobile club, be­ 
cause much of the repair, resur­ 
facing and relocation of highways 
has to be done during warm, 
favorable weather.
